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Need For Reality 


Difficulties 
Involved

Sound advice was given by Dean A. C. 
Breckenridge of the University of Nebrà ska 
in his address at the Home Economics Day 
for Homemakers at the Nebraska Center 
for Continuing Education. Aiming his re­ 
marks primarily at the free world’s struggle 
with communism, Dean Breckenridge said 
he was “ convinced that in the long-run we 
shall be a happier, safer, more progressive, 
more prosperous people with greater wis­ 
dom if we insist upon free and open dis­ 
cussion, if we insist upon plain talk about 
our fears, our desires, our hopes, our aspi­ 
rations.*’ 
In connection with some national policies 
in foreign affairs, he said that “ frank and 
open discussion is dif­ 
ficult, since to present 
any thing but a region­ 
al and currently popu­ 
lar view may give the 
speaker a label which is unsavory .” Both of 
these statements are highly significant and, 
of course, closely related. It is impossible to 
foster or have free and open discussion un­ 
less people are dedicated to such an ap­ 
proach. If such discussion invites recrimi­ 
nations in any way , then the freedom in­ 
volved is destroy ed. This is a danger which 
can be measured in direct proportion to the 
understanding of the people. 
Th is is wh y , as Dean Breckenrid ge said , 
it is so imp ortant th at all p eop le in th e 
free world h av e a good u nd erstand ing of th e 
p rincip les of commu nism. It is not enou gh 
th at th ey simp ly agree th at it is someth ing 
wh ich mu st be d estroy ed . With ju st th is 
simp le knowled ge th ey may well be led to 
believ e th at th e th ings wh ich wou ld d estroy 
it are th ings aimed at its p erp etu ation. 
To disagree over the means of dealing 
with communism is a laudable thing, but 
to carelessly label those who disagree with 
y ou as a communist sy mpathizer is to serve 
the very cause y ou seek to eliminate. Many 
good ex amples of what is involved here 
can be found today . 


In the news today is a statement by Sen. 
Roman Hruska criticizing UN Ambassador 
Adlai Stevenson for what Hruska described 
as “ employ ing and pray ing” to Khru­ 
shchev not to detonate a 50 megaton atomic 
blast. “ Here we stand, begging, beseeching 
and pray ing to a Godless man,” Hruska 
said. This is about as great a distortion of 
any one’s [wsition as can be imagined. The 
whole tone of Hruska’s remarks was to 
imply that the Kennedy administration is 
being soft on communism. When Stevenson 
referred to this matter, he used the term 
“ pray er” as a manner of speech. His re­ 
ferred to his pray erful hope that the world 
could avoid the holocaust of a nuclear dis­ 
aster by an agreement on bomb testing 
and general disarmament. 
It th if not th e attitu d e of ev ery Ch ris­ 
tian and Jew in th e nation? Stev enson was 
not p ray ing to Kh ru sh ch ev . Wh en an 
in-

d iv id u al makes a sp iritu al p lea, h e h ard ly 
d irects it to th e object or p u rp ose of th e 
p lea. One d oes not p ray to a sick ch ild th at 
h e be cu red , bu t rath er, to God th at th e 
ch ild be cu rld . If one followed th e reason-' 
ing of Hru ska, we wou ld all h av e to giv e 
u p Ch ristianity in ord er to d eal with Ru s­ 
sia ju st becau se Kh ru sh ch ev is a God less 
man. Hru ska, of cou rse, d oes not believ e 
or ad v ocate th is bu t h e h as d istorted th ings 
to su it a p olitical objectiv e. Of fu rth er d an­ 
ger is th e imp lication th at any negotiation 
or d ealing with commu nism is a mark of 
softness. 


It is at this point ^Lat plain talk is need­ 
ed—talk of the strength and dangers of 
communism in a realistic sense. It is fine to 
note that we are a superior social and eco­ 
nomic order to communism and that the 
people of Russia do not want to fight us any 
more than we want to fight them. But is it 
wrong, also, to note the military strength of 
the Soviets and to realize that control of the 
nation is not in the hands of those who 
might not want to fight us, but rather, in 
the hands of the ruling communist lead­ 
ers? 
To boast of ou r strength , to su ch an ex ­ 
tent th at we are blind ed to th e p ower of th e 
enemy migh t make a fine Fou rth of Ju ly 
sp eech bu t in international affairs it cou ld 
get u s all blown to bits. It may sou nd reas­ 
su ring to say th at we cou ld comp letely d e­ 
stroy th e Sov iet p osition in Germany at ou r 
will and we p robably cou ld . Th e ad minis­ 
tration h as emp h atically stated th at we 
cou ld retu rn to any nation a military blow 
more d ead ly th an any th ing th at migh t be 
initially d eliv ered to u s by th em. 
This, however, is the sort of limited think­ 
ing which gets kids into a fight on the street 
comer. While all of 
these things are true 
and should be and are 
a part of the basis of 
our foreign policy and 
conduct, they constitute only a part of the 
answer. Also of importance is the question 
of what happens to us when we draw the 
sword. Are those who think it proper to 
take a realistic look at the strength of the 
enemy to be branded as subversive? If they 
are, then we shall never have free and 
open discussion of communism, we will 
never have free and open discussion of 
communism and we will never understand 
what it is or how great a threat it is. 
Because Khrushchev is Godless, are we 
duty bound in conscience and in patriotic 
loy alty to affirm that communism cannot 
succeed? This has to be our conviction as 
to the ultimate end of things, but we had 
better realize, too, that this end could be 
preceded by a long period of suffering and 
even bondage. It has happened time and 
again in history and could be repeated if 
we bury our intellectual honesty in slo­ 
gans, popular acceptance and fear. 


A Realistic 
Ap p roach 


Question Not All Legal 
Lancaster County apparently has won its 
legal battle to provide free parking near the 
Municipal Airport terminal building. The 
District Court has properly ruled that the 
county can gravel the shoulders of a county 
road and that nothing can be done to pro­ 
hibit the county from permitting people to 
park upon this graveled shoulder. 
But the issue, unfortunately , is not just 
a legal one. When the county does what it is 
legally entitled to do, it will disrupt the pro­ 
gram of another governmental agency — 
the Lincoln Airport Authority . The authority 
has leased the entire parking facilities at 
the terminal to a private operator and re­ 
ceives an income for this. 
It thus assures good and safe parking to 
patrons and at a profit. It could do neither 
on its own. This, of course, means people 


pay to park at the airport, and the county , 
perhaps, is understandably sy mpathetic 
with those who object to this. But to do 
otherwise would require a tax levy ujwn 
the people, and this is what the authority 
seeks to avoid. 
The authority is try ing to make those 
who use the facility pay for it. If the county 
provides any parking, it will make what is 
already a shoestring operation by the pri­ 
vate lessee an even more difficult job. It 
could mean the end of the authority ’s ar­ 
rangement and a return to straight property 
tax es to provide adequate parking. The 
county has a right to encourage this de­ 
velopment but we doubt that many people 
would favor its doing so if the entire pro­ 
gram were understood. It is hoped the coun­ 
ty looks bey ond its legal rights before it 
leaps into action. 
Why Fallout Shelters? 
The question of whether or not to build 
fallout shelters has become confounded by 
a frog pond full of testifiers who fail to 
grasp the central idea. 
Ex amples of confusing interpolations are: 
“ I am old enough that I have had all the 
ex periences of life. 1 would not care for 
life in a bombed out country . So 1 will l>e 
content to leave the world when the first 
bomb fails and .’.hall not build a .shelter.” 
.Another, “ If I built a shelter and my 
neighbor did not, then if the shelter be- 
comes needed I would have to shoot my 
neighbor lest he invade my shelter, or he 
would shoot me. I will not be a murderer, 
so I shall not build a shelter.” 
These views are missing the point, and 
none of their conclusions necessarily re- 
Close Scrutiny Needed

about the Berlin crisis is that 
the President has been re­ 
ceiving two sets of advice 
from inside the State Depart­ 
ment on how to h an d l e 
Khrushchev. 
Now, with the flare-up be­ 
tween the Red Chinese and 
Khrushchev 
at 
the 
22nd 
Communist Party Congress, 
one set of advisers has been 
proved completely wrong. 
J ust a few day s before the 
22nd Congress, C h ar l e s 
E. (“ Chip)” Bohlen w as 
telling the White House that 
all was well between Khru­ 
shchev and the Chinese, that 
he had .Mao Tse-tung eating 
out of his hand. Bohlen is 
rated as the State Depart­ 
ment’s No. 
1 adviser on 
Russian affairs. 
What he 
say s about the goings-on in­ 
side the Kremlin is consid­ 
ered gospel. 
He has 
b e e n advising 
President Kennedy to take a 
hard line with Khrushchev, 
has leaned toward the idea 
that K. was completely call­ 
ing the shots inside the So­ 
viet, that he had no problems 
with the Red Chinese or the 
Red Army or the old Stalin­ 
ist crowd. 
Meanwhile, 
.Ambassador 
Llewelly n 
Thompson, 
U.S. 
envoy in Moscow, has been 
advising the opposite. He has 
warned that Khrushchev had 
problems inside the Krem­ 
lin, that he had to y ield to 
the Red .Army marshals on 
atomic 
testing, 
that

Red Chinese were ready to 
raise cain if he didn’t come 
up with a tough B e r l i n 
agreement to prove his policy 
of coex istence. 
Thompson

Red Ar my forced Khru­ 
shchev to test the 5 0-mega­ 
ton bomb. 
The most important advice 
he has given Kennedy was 
that if Khrushchev is pushed 
out of the Kremlin, the USA 
will have to deal with some­ 
one much tougher, probably 
a fanatical communist who 
would reverse Khrushchev’s 
policy that war is not neces­ 
sary between the capitalist 
and communist world. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
This conflicting ad v i c e , 
coming at this crucial period 
to the President of the Unit­ 
ed States, is perhaps th e 
single most important factor 
influencing U.S. foreign poli­ 
cy . It has a direct bearing 
on almost every thing Ken­ 
nedy does, especially Berlin. 
For if the President con­ 
siders Khrushchev a poten­ 
tial friend, he play s policy 
one way . If he considers him 
an 
inevitable 
enemy , 
he 
play s it the other. 
As between these two sets 
of advice, Kennedy at first 
sided almost entirely w i t h 
Bohlen. Bohlen, it should be 
noted, also had supporters, 
the most important b e i n g 
Dean Acheson, former secre­ 
tary of state, who also ad­ 
vised Kennedy that it was 
impossible to get along with 
Khrushchev, that he should 
not y ield an inch over Berlin. 
Others believed J ust th e 
opposite: including . Adl ai 
Stevenson,

All 3 programs were insti­ 
tuted in the 1950s, according 
to the speaker, who contin 
ued: 
“ We have two billion dol 
lars out in college housing 
and

every cent 
back. 
“ This money covers 1,700 
projects, some of which are 
In Nebraska. 
“ School administrators are 
the most tight-fisted money 
men around.” 
These loans, Semer said, 
are all long-range loans. 
About^housing, he declared: 
“ We ‘are helping the little 
man here. “ Nearly half o 
the money loaned out has 
gone to towns with popula 


tions of less than 5,000.” 
He went on to say that a 
majority of the public hous­ 
ing funds are issued in the 
South. 
Yet, he related that “ it was 
the Southern Senators who 
most violently oppose public 
housing measures.” 
Largest chunks of federal 
housing money go to Georgia, 
Alabama, Texas and Califor­ 
nia, respectively. 
Inter - governmental 
rela­ 
tions on the federal and lo­ 
cal levels have been excel­ 
lent, Semer reported. 
“ We have had little trouble 
dealing with local govern­ 
ments. In fact, they have 
been most easy to deal with.” 
He said state jealousy has 
been, in some cases, the stum­ 
bling block. 
The trend is toward more 
federal-local transitions, he 
added.

Presbyterian and 
Christian 
Churches, w h o s e talks ver­ 
ified his statement. 
The occasion was a public 
meeting at the YMCA of the 
Lincoln Council of Churches’ 
social 
betterment 
division. 
The Rev. Mr. Belote is chair­ 
man of the division. 
The Rev. John T. Foust, 
pastor of East Lincoln Chris­ 
tian Church, said there are 
an estimated .5,015,009 per­ 
sons in the United States who 
became 
alcoholics 
because 
they drank socially. 
He said that social drink­ 
ing is the beginning of all 
drinking. 
Prohibition? 
The Rev. Mr. Foust said 
the Christian community must 
be prepared to reassess the 
question of national prohibi­ 
tion. 
Episcopalians do not con- 
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sider drinking itself a sin, said 
the Rev. William Cross, rec­ 
tor of the Church of the Holy 
Trinity (Episcopal). He de­ 
clared: 
“ We 
are 
tremendously 
aroused 
by 
the 
problems 
which arise out of the uses 
of alcohol, but we feel that 
what is good enough for God 
to create is good enough for 
man to use.” 
It is not any more evil 
than electricity or nuclear 
fission—the Episcopal Church 
feels that alcohol does have 
a place in life,” Dr. Cross 
said. 
“ Total abstinence is the his­ 
torical position of the Meth­ 
odist Church,” according to 
the Rev. George Edgar, chap- 
plain of Bryan Memorial Hos­ 
pital. 
“ We believe in protecting 
the home and society from 
the causes of evil,” he as­ 
serted. 
‘Can’t Legislate* 
“ You cannot legislate mor­ 
als, but the church can pro­ 
vide guidelines,” Chaplain Ed­ 
gar said. 
The Rev. W. Thomas Keefe 
of Westminister Presbyterian 
Church explained 
that his 
church 
considers 
voluntary 
abstinence 
a 
“ significant” 
way of dealing with the alco­ 
hol problem. 
But, he asserted: “ We rec­ 
ognize the hard fact of life 
that people in the church do 
drink, and we do not look on 
them as second-rate citizens. 
“ We don’t believe in sitting 
drink moderately.”

Otto Kuusinen, member of 
the ruling party presidium, 
pressed home the congress 
theme that the time has come 
to oust Stalin’s foreign min­ 
ister from the Communist 
Party. 
The latest attack on Molo­ 
tov came as the people read 
for the first time in reports of 
congress proceedings that he 
had written a letter to the 
party central committee call­ 
ing Khrushchev’s program 
“ anti-revolutionary,

Molotov and other members 
of the antiparty group, who 
broke with Khrushchev in 
1957 over party policy and 
were ousted from positions of 
power, have been unt^^’’ 
ceaseless attack by speakers 
at the congress.

1. Pass. It is not generally 
known that the majority of 
hands dealt are part-score 
hands. The q u e s t i o n is 
whether this hand, on the 
bidding shown, falls into the 
part-score or game class. No 
one can state categorically 
that this hand will or will 
not produce a game, after 
partner opened with a club 
and raised to two spades, 
but the 
probabilities 
are 
strong that ten tricks cannot 
be made. 
The choice lies between 
passing and bidding three 
spades. The only justifica­ 
tion for a three spade bid is 
that the first response was 
based on a hand somewhat 
better than it might have 
been. This criterion, how­ 
ever, does not go to the 
heart of the matter, which 
is whether or not a game is 
likely to be made. There are 
not enough extra values to 
justify bidding three spades, 
which, if passed, will put the 
part score in danger, and 
which, if partner raises to 


four, will also be subject to 
defeat. 
2. Three notrump. H e r e 
there is no doubt that a 
game must be undertaken, 
since we have an opening 
bid facing an opening bid. 
But while game is being bid, 
we plight just as well indi­ 
cate to partner that the best 
contract might lie in no- 
trump. 
This does not bar partner 
from going to four spades if 
his hand calls for suit play . 
3. F'our spades. Again it is 
clear that a game should be 
bid, and the indicated place 
is spades.

Whether 
there is a game depends 
upon whether partner has 
strength bey ond the values 
already shown. The three 
spade bid say s, in effect, 
that game can be made un­ 
less the opener has an abso­ 
lute minimum for the bids 
he has already made. The 
decision is put right where 
it belongs—in partner’s lap.

He recalled that m ilitary 
aviation started out w i t h 
planes used merely for re­ 
connaissance, then shifted to 
where opposing pilots shot at 
each other, then to bombs. 
“ I think we will be very 
naive If we don’t expect and 
prepare for the same trends 
in space,” LeMay said. 
Today’s space efforts are 
passive and defensive, with 
the development of warning 
systems, he said, adding: 
“ But like airpower in World 
War I, once this capabUi^ 
becomes effective — that is, 
once it renders less valuable 
the principle of surprise — 
then it is only sensible to 
assume that an aggressor w ill 
seek ways and means to elim­ 
inate our defensive systems. 
It is my opinion, as a mili-
